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Our Defense Program Here 


Along with the San Antonio Community hospital, 2,805 
hospitals in the United States and Canada and a few other 
countries were recently placed on the American College of 
Surgeons ‘‘approved list’’ for 1940. This fact should not be 
overlooked—especially when national defense looms large in 
our thinking. 

On the front line of defense against the menaces of life 
and health are our hospitals, which never need wait for a 
national crisis to be pressed into emergency service. Hos- 
pitals must always be ready for catastrophe, whether it is a 
head-on collision of motor cars or a terrific explosion, 

A \ittle glimpse into what is done by our hospitals is 
given in a resume recently received here. 

Ten million people were treated in our hospitals last year, 
entering them at the rate of one every 3,2 seconds. Three 
million of them underwent major surgery. One million were 
maternity patients. Utilization of hospital service has 
grown to such an extent, these figures reveal, that one-thir- 
teenth of our people were at some time during 1939 in a hos- 

‘pital, The time hag arrived when so much reliance is being 


: “placed upon the diagnostic and therapeutic aids which are 


available only in the hospital, that a patient is hardly con- 
gidered to be giving himself the best chance for recovery 
from most types of illness and injury unless he goes there 
for treatment. It is a striking commentary, for instance, up- 
on the comparative safety of hospital care, that the 1939 

mortality rate of babies born in hospitals was only one in 50, 
‘whereas of the total births, the death rate was about one in 
every 20 babies under one year old. More than half of the 
births are now taking place in hospitals. 

he In the 40 years since 1900, the general death rate has 
been lowered by 39 per cent. Just what share of this achieve- 
ment should be credited to hospitals it is not possible to de- 
termine, but unquestionably the increase and improvement 
in hogpital facilities have been a large factor in it, The re- 

““markable life-saving feats of the surgeon today need the 
1940 approved hospital environment for successful results. 

Of the 2,806 hospitals that the American College of Sur- 
geons lists as approved, 200 are approved by the College for 
graduate training in general surgery and the surgical spec- 
ialties. 

Our hospital defenses are immeasurably stronger than 
they were when the last war threatened and struck. It was 
after that war that the American College of Surgeons began 
fits hospital standardization program. In fact, the defic- 
iencies of hospitals were more clearly revealed by the de- 
“mands of the war, as were also the good qualities. The Col- 
lege formulated a minimum standard and _ after extensive 
gurveys issued an approved list in 1918 which contained the 
names of 89 hospitals. Gradually the standard has been 
more generally adopted, until now almost half of the hos- 
pitals in the United States and Canada are approved.

Victim of a sudden illness, pre- 
sumably a heart attack, William 
Littlewood, citrus rancher and 
one of the community’s earliest 
pioneers, passed away Friday af- 
ternoon at his home on Crescent 
drive, San Antonio Heights. He 
had been in ill health for the past 
few years. 

Mr. Littlewood, who was 84 
years of age, had gone into his 
grove to do some pruning, and 
‘ when he failed to return when ex- 
| pected, Mrs. Littlewood and 
neighbor went to look for him. 
They found his ‘body beneath an 
orange tree. 

A native of Markham, Notting- 
hamshire, England, Mr. Little- 
wood came from Kansas to Up- 
land, then Ontario Colony, 52 
years ago. 

During all those years Mr. Lit- 
tlewood took a personal interest 
in Euclid avenue, he having help- 
ed to plant the trees that now 
line the famous thoroughfare. 
For many years, so long as his 
health would permit, he was ac- 
tive in the development of the 
community. 

He was a member of the Up- 
land Methodist church and also 
was affiliated with Bethany Union 
church on San Antonio Heights, 
taking an active interest in the 
work of that church until recent 
years. 

Mr. Littlewood is survived by 
his wife, Mrs. Marian Windsor 
Littlewood.
